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A mere hurricane isn’t enough for Florida amateurs. We 
gotta have SET, too. This year’s exercise is skedded for Oct. 
9-10 and is designed as a test of local ARPSC teams as well 
as the National Traffic System emergency communications 
plan. Be sure tocheckwith your EC and sign up in AREC if you 
haven’t already done so. (It is not necessary to be a member 
of ARRL to belong to AREC or to take part in SET.) 

This year, at the request of Ontario SEC VE3EUM, we want 
to make a special effort to originate traffic from Canadians in 
Florida to their homes in Canada and totheir Red Cross chap- 
ters at home. Try to scrounge up at least one message from a 
Canadian in Florida, and put it into the National Traffic Sys- 
tem through one of the Florida ARPSC nets. OK? | 

Your EC is getting special info and instructions by mail 
about SET. In general, we hope he will set up a local drill 
in addition to manning the emergency nets which are in oper- 
ation. The drill can be almost any kind of activity which will 
test the effectiveness of mobile coverage of your county, local 
net coverage, emergency power operation, long-haul v.h.f. 
work into a Key City or a combination of all of these, Another 
big point common to all SET operations will be increasing fam- 
iliarity with procedures for handling formal message traffic 
(can you write a message in standard form without looking at 
a message blank?) and procedures of traffic net operation. If 
you don’t check into any traffic nets, volunteer for an assign- 
ment at some station in an emergency net this time. If you 
work only voice nets, brush up the c.w. and check in on QFEN 
so you can become familiar with c.w. net procedures. If you 
work only c.w. nets, recite a few ‘‘how now brown cow’s’”’ 
and take a duty trick at a voice station. It’s surprising (to 
a c.W. man) how crisp and clean procedures on a good voice 
net can be. (And we have good ones. If you don’t believe it, 
take a listen to some of the garbage you can tune in on some 
other circuits.)

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Operation Of Modern QSL Bureau 


By Bert Osborne, W4MF 


(PART I)- 

There are a great many new amateurs on the bands today 
and things have changed so much during the last few years, 
we thought a description of the operation of a Modern QSL 
Bureau might be of interest to Florida Skip readers, 

The 4th district call area QSL Bureau is now located in 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. It is operated by the Frye Amateur 
Radio Club. Operating a modern QSL Bureau is no job for 
an individual, it is a club project, The cards roll in by the 
thousands and to keep the mailings up-to-date is no small 
job. 

First of all the cards mustbe sorted into the four main cata- 
gories, the W’s, K’s, WA’s, & WN’s. This is done ona 4 
compartment sorting board. Next they go to a big sorting 
rack for the first suffix letter sorting, These cards are then 
sorted on another rack for the 2nd suffix letter, and these 
in turn for the 3d suffix letter. Sothecardsthatcome into 
Box 13 from the Post Office go through the sorting process 
four times. 

The cards are now ready to be filed in the steel drawer 
files alphabetically. The self-addressed stamped: envelopes 
sent in by amateurs of the 4th district are all sizes and des- 
criptions and the number of stamps on them vary from 5¢ to 
50¢. What we should like to have the amateurs send in is 2 or 


3 #50 manilla envelopes with one 5¢ stamp on them, properly: 


addressed and with the call letters in the upper left hand corn- 
er. Don’t fail to put your call letters after your name and in 
the upper left hand corner of the envelope of an S,A.S.E, with- 
out your call sign is of absolutely no use to us, It isn’t necess- 
ary to have 20 envelopes in the file, two or three is plenty, 
When the last envelope for an amateur leaves the file, we’ll 
stamp on it ‘‘last envelope infile’’ andthe amatuer can send us 
two or three more #50 envelopes. Theenvelopes must be filed 
alphabetically in the steel file drawer the same as the QSL 
cards. We find that some amateurs have over 100 stamped 
envelopes on file, many have 20, 30, 40, or 50 envelopes at 
the Bureau. This presents a real filing problems for if every 
amateur had this many it would take tremendous filing facili- 
ties to house them all. We think that ARRL should try to 
standardize the envelopes and the number os stamps put on the 
envelopes. If you ever had to handk envelopes of all sizes and 
descriptions and tried to file them, you would know what we’re 
talking about. 

The next step is the checking of the cards for mailing against 
the envelopes on hand. Hereisthe pay-off. All the sorting that 
has gone on for many nights will now bear fruit, if the amateur 
has a self-addressed stamped envelope inthe file. Those cards 
that there are envelopes for are mailed, but if there is no 
envelope the card or cards go back in the file. Some ama- 
teurs have hundreds of cards in the file and no envelope. Of 
course in order to mail these cards we have to look up the 
addresses and use bureau stamps and envelopes, and hop that the 
amatuer will reimburse us, In almost every case where an 
amateur had a large number of cards andno envelopes, we have 
mailed them out in envelopes furnished by the bureau and with 
5¢ stamps on the envelopes and the amateur has reimbursed us. 
We would prefer to mail the batch of cards with a 5¢ stamp, 
figuring that the amateur will be gald to pay the postage due at 
his end,

THE EASY WAY 


Now they have done it-- 
and after all that studying... 
A tiny device that plugs into 
any army radio and makes 
morse code as easy to read 
as an electrical signboard 
has been developed by Re- 
gency Electronics for the Ar- 
my. 

No bigger than a pack of 
cigarettes, this code trans- 
lator transforms dots and 
dashes into English letters. 
It contains 350 diodes and 75 
transistors. A display panel 
that frames letters with 17 
tiny incandescent lamps, and 
a power pack of four nickel 
penlight batteries, 

The translator plugs into 
an army radio through a tiny 
Jack, and all the operator 
has to do is to copy down the 
sequence of letters as they 
appear on a viewing screen. 

Advantages of this device 
are that soldiers do not have 
to know code to use it and the 
low CW frequencies on which 
morse is carried are better 
able to penetrate jungle and 
cover longer .distances than 
voice radios, (Popular El- 
ectronics and Orlando Lis- 
tening Post.)

Soldering Aluminum 


Contrary to widespread 
opinion, aluminum may be 
soldered with an ordinary 
soldering iron and radio sol- 
der, The use of special fluxes 
or ultrasonic irons is not 
necessary for the occasional 
joint. 

The action of the air forms 
a thin and invisible layer of 
aluminum oxide on the sur- 
face of the metal, and this 
must be removed before it 
will ‘‘tin’’, The area to be 
tinned is covered witha layer 
of ordinary lubricating oil 
(most types seen: Suitable, 
though probably the more 
viscous and less volatile are 
more so), Through the oil, 
the surface of the aluminum 
is scraped away withaknife, 
removing the thin slivers of 


the metal and with it the ox- 
ide, The oil prevets the air 
reaching the exposed metal, 
and if a hot, well-tinned sol- 
dering iron is pressed 
against the cleared area, by 
the time the oil has boiled 
away the metal will be tin- 
ned, Once tinned, it is, of 
course, no trouble to place 
another piece of tinned ma= 
terial against the aluminum 
and the application of heat 
will result in a sound, strong 
joint -- just as good as that 
obtained with tinplate, 
Particularly applications 
are the soldering of feed- 
through capacitors directly 
to aluminum chassis, and 
the bonding of screens, 
G8PIT/RSGB Bulletin and 
Collector /Emittor, 


Growing Up 


That heading is no news, 
of course, but transistors 
are growing into cofigura- 
tions more adaptable to radio 
amateur construction 
projects closely related to 
older techniques, 

Take the RCA new line of. 
*“‘overlay’’ transistors, Ac= 
cording to the 7 Dec, 64 issue 
of ELECTRONIC NEWS, 
these transistors will com- 
pete with tubes, both price- 
wise and performancewise, 
for commercial airline AM 
transceivers, By the end of 
1965, they’ll be used in com- 
mercial FM _ transceivers 
putting out 35 watts at 17 
MHz, Not much lagging this 
will be commercial SSB 
transceivers and radar 
transponders, 

Another interesting trans= 
istor it the Clevite 3TE240, 
It delivers 8 watts out at 400 
MHz and 10 watts out at 250 
MHz, 

Several companies are 
offering transistors with 
high enough operating volt- 
ages to permit operation 
direct off a 117-vold line, 
still allowing a comfortable 
margin to take care of 
‘“‘spikes’’ that plague most 
lines, Think what you could 


do with these! A complete 
solid-state transmitter with 
no transformer or choke, 
You'd use a solid=state rec= 
tifier, of course, followed by 
a transistor ‘‘C amplifier’’ 
to achieve excellent filtering 
with no choke, As no ‘‘ama= 
teur of radio’’ (as contrasted 
with ‘‘amateurs of talk over 
radio’’) would consider a 
transmitter without radio- 
telegraphy provisions, you'd 
follow the filter with another 
transistor as a gate circuit 
for clickless keying. If it 


‘were a very simple trans- 


mitter, the next element 
could be an oscillator stage, 
either crystal or VFO, feed- 
ing the antenna through a 
suitable matching network, 
You could, of course, get 
real fancy and toss in a few 
extra Stages as IPA and PA 
or even SA and MOD, That 
direct-off-the-line power 
supply could furnish many 
There are small prob- 
lems, such as how to avoid 
the safety hazards that are 
attendant with all electrical 
items that work direct off 
the power line and yet re= 
quire operator contact, 
(Collector and Emitter)

JUNK BOX 


Here is a little bit of nothing for your junk box feature in 
the Skip. 

This is a very simple and inexpensive capacitor checker 
that makes it possible to use junk TV parts to advantage. 
Whenever I have in the past wanted to build something, I have 
found that unless there is a fast way to check caps, that I never 
used them, and had to buy new ones instead. That’s probably 
still the best way, but expensive. This capacitor checker has 
enabled me to use junk caps with confidence, and save a great 
deal of money. 

D1 can be practically any Diode, but I used a 500 mil top hat 
in mine.

If you wish to check caps down to .0001, you can use a 
voltage doubler or tripler, instead of the half wave power sup- 
ply used here, but that puts a lot of voltage on the test clips, 
which at 110 volts DC with the look current limiting resistors 
is imperceptible to me, and completely safe, 

I hope you can us this to advantage. 23

t/ Why All This Reporting 


Let’s start with EC reports because they deal with the 
all-important subject of our emergency organization. The re- 
port itself is quite simple consisting of a small card with 
space provided to fill in the required information. This’ should 
be available to any EC if he maintains his records as he should, 
Perhaps the EC is located in a county where little if any 
change takes place. Send in a report anyway and please don’t 
just put ‘no change’’ on it. Our extremely busy SEC must 
then dig back into the files to see what the last report indicated. 
If you DON’T send in a report - for ANY reason - you 
are leaving your SEC out on a limb. You are effectively 
putting a blindfold on him and then expect him to do an in- 
telligent job of directing the AREC efforts of the section as 
a whole. Did you know that the SEC must report to the NEC 
monthly and that his reports are based on the information 
contained in yours? It takes him a darned sight longer to 
prepare his report than it takes you on yours. It is amazing 
‘to see a good, hard-working EC fail to report what he has 
accomplished. Locally he can be extremely effective but he 
sure puts a dimmer on the section and national effort as a 
whole. ARRL has now placed direct responsibility on EC 
AND SEC reporting right in the lap of the SCM. So, all of 
you good ECs please take heed and get those reports in. 
They are a MUST. I am appealing to your sense of fairness 
and responsibility. 

OBS have the least to worry about as far as reporting goes, 
Periodically they will be asked to submit a report which will 
call for a review of their skeds so as to keep information 
current, That is it, This does not mean that sending in any 
OBS monthly info is taboo or unwanted. It is most welcome 
and thank you.

Our strange conditions were explained tous by Tom, W4HJQ, 
as being the result of reverse tropo. 
5000 feet and above tropo openings quite frequently work 
against you instead of for you. Tropo conditions did exist 
because we could hear the Kentucky stations working VE3 
land on two meters but we could not hear the VE3 boys and the 
Kentucky stations could not hear us, 

Our lone success on 432 was to give Tom, W4HJQ, in 
Glendale, Kentucky a new state on this band. We worked 
him on both bands but since Tom is on the top of the W4 
standings on two and has worked all states in all call areas 
except W6 and W7 the two meter contact didn’t mean too much 
to him, He was glad to get N.C. on 432 though and we were 
glad to give it to him.

First Alien Amateur Authorization 


Under Public Law 88-313 


The Commission today 
(May 4) issued the first per- 
mit for operation of an 
alien’s amateur radio station 
in the United States, as 
authorized by Public Law 88- 
313. It went to Mrs. Grace 
Ruiz Castro Glorioso, li- 
censee of Costa Rican ama- 
teur radio station Tl12MAG, 


who is now in the United 
States, 

For many years, the Com- 
mission has been authorized, 
under the terms of a special 
treaty with Canada, to issue 
such permits to Canadian 
radio amateurs. Public Law 
88-313, approved May 28, 
1964, enables the Commis- 


sion to issue such a permit 
to any qualifying alien radio 
amateur if a reciprocal 
agreement has been con- 
cluded with the alien’s coun- 
try providing for operation in 
that country by United States 
amateurs, Thus, under the 
provisions of the new law, 
the United States may now 
return the courtesy of anum- 
ber of countries which have, 
in the past, permitted United 
States amateurs to operate 
within their borders, 

Costa Rica was the first 


country toeffecta reciprocal 
agreement with the United 
States under the 1964 law. 
Similar agreements have 
been concluded with three 
other Latin American coun- 
tries, and many more are 
being negotiated with nations 
throughout the world. 

A special application (FCC 
Form 610-A) is required for 
alien amateurs seeking auth- 
orizations from the Com- 
mission to operate their sta- 
tions while in the United 
States.

Antenna 
Reports 


By Jim Wilson WA4RXG 


Many of us have to use in- 
verted Vees for our 80 and 
40 meter antennas because of 
lot limitations, 

In may case, mine comes 
down from just below my 20 
meter beam and is shaped 
something like a rhombic 
standing on its head. The 40 
meter legs parallel the 80 
meter antenna to where the 
latter had to turn a corner, 
On one of these legs this corn- 
er was only about a foot off 
of the roof of my house. The 
other leg was entirely in the 
clear. 

Having an SWR of 4.5/1 
on 40 I decided that the wir- 
ing and conduits in the attic 
of my house must be distort- 
ing the nearby leg. Using 
a 20 ft. tower to raise that 
leg I was amazed to find that 
immediately the SWR dropped 
to 2/1, and at the exact res- 
onance point of the antenna it 
was unity. 

Now by pruning my 80 meter 
antenna I have accomplished 
the same favorable SWR on 
that band. 

Let me suggest that if others 
have their inverted Vees com- 
ing down close to a roof they 
should make an attempt to 
raise it 5 or 10 feet higher 
and the results will be very 
gratifying.
